PARIS (AP) — Charles de 
Gaulle went into seclusion at his 
country retreat today, awaiting 
the outcome of the national ref­ 
erendum 
on 
which

staked his presidency. 
In a nationwide radio and 
television address Friday night 
he urged the French to vote for 
the reforms in the referendum, 
saying “If I am disavowed by a 
majority among you my present 
task as chief of state would ob­ 
viously become impossible and I 
would immediately cease the 
exercise of my functions.” 
The outcome of Sunday’s vote 
is anything but certain. A public 
opinion poll published late Fri­ 
day by France-Soir, the nation’s 
most 
widely-read 
newspaper, 
showed 51 per cent of the voters 
plan to say “no” to De Gaulle 
and 49 per cent “yes.” 
This 
means 
200,000 
votes, 
about one per cent of those ex­ 
pected to cast ballots, could de­ 
termine whether De Gaulle re­ 
turns to Paris. 
De Gaulle’s last minute ad­ 
dress was an attempt to change 
the minds of wavering voters 
and a call for a “ show of confi­ 
dence” to the task he began 
more than IO years ago “to give 
our country toe democratic in­ 
stitutions adapted to our peo­ 
ple.” 
There are dissident Gaullists 
who might vote “no” just to get 
a change, assuming that former 
Premier 
Georges 
Pompidou 
would take over and assure an 
orderly succession. 
To them De Gaulle said for 
the first time that he would step 
down to 1972 when his second 
seven-year term ends. 
“ Finally at the end of the reg­ 
ular term, without rending and 
without upheaval, turning the 
last page in the chapter of our 
history which I opened four 
years ago, I will transmit my 
official charge to the one that 
you will have elected to assume 
it after mc,” De Gaulle said.

Report To Show 2,500 
Near-Misses In U.S. Skies 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A new 
government policy of granting 
immunity to pilots who report 
near misses with other aircraft 
has increased tile number of 
such reports five times. 
This reportedly is the finding 
of a study by the Federal Avia­ 
tion Administration expected to 
be released in the next two or 
three weeks. 
The study, according to an 
FAA source, will show about 
2,500 near misses were reported 
last year over the United States. 
This compares with about 500 
each of several previous years 
when any pilot reporting in­ 
volvement to a near miss faced 
the possibility of prosecution. 
“These do not actually mean 


near midair collisions,” said the 
source of the current study. 
“After investigation less than 
half turned out to have any de­ 
gree of hazard.” 
A 12-month 
study by 
the 
Flight 
Safety 
Foundation 
to 
1961-62, turned up 2,577 near 
misses. During that study the 
foundation encouraged 
anony­ 
mous reports of near misses but 
there was no immunity. 
The latest study was ordered 
by former FAA Administrator 
Gen. William McKee for the 
whole of 1968 and was accompa­ 
nied by the promise of immuni­ 
ty. Both the study and the im­ 
munity have been extended an­ 
other 12 months.

plants can be moved anytime

Bare-root, 
dormant material 
should be 
planted only while the plant is 
dormant — either in early 
spring or in the fall after leaf 
drop. 
These plants should not be 
transplanted to the landscape 
after new shoot growth has 
extended beyond two to three 
inches. Plant hard-to-transplant 
ornamentals 
in 
the 
spring, 
preferably with a soil ball to

period for the establishment of 
new roots. 
These plants include beech,

For convenient serving, 
this center should be located 
near the dining area. 
The sink Is the center of 
activity in a kitchen. Since it 
needs to be easily accessible to 
the other centers, it is usually 
located between the mix and 
the cook-and-serve center. In 
the sink center, the homemaker 
prepares raw foods, washes 
dishes, and disposes of waste. 
The dishwasher and disposer, if 
available, are located in this 
center. Counter space is 
a 
“must” — 24 to 36 inches of 


right of the sink for stacking 
dishes; 
18 to 30 inches of 
counter surface is needed at the 
loft of the sink for clean dishes. 
Reverse this formula if you are 
left-handed.

Broadleaf Grass 
Is Pest In Lawn

Water management practices 
used in the corn field this 
summer may be a very' im­ 
portant factor in getting the 
extra bushels desired, reports 
Samuel 
W. 
Bone, 
Extension 
Agronomist at The Ohio State 
University. 
Water management practices 
must be built into the corn 
prodnction program so that they 
will be effective during critical 
moisture stress periods of the 
corn plant. 
Water consumption of corn 
can be between 1-4 and 1-3 of 
an inch per day. This involves 
use 
by tile crop not only 
through transpiration, but also 
evaporation from the 
s o i l 
surface. If soil moisture is not 
available for the growing crop, 
particularly during the critical 
p e r i o d 
of 
tasseling 
and 
pollination, 
yields 
may 
be 
reduced considerably. 
June, July and August are 
months when the water use by 
the com crop is the highest. 
Also, in the early part of this 
period, it’s the most critical. 
These three months in Ohio are 
generally the highest rainfall 
months during the year. 
* * • 
RAINFALL 
values 
often 
range from around three inches 
to over four inches per month. 
Water 
management practices 
must be used to prevent loss 
of this water during the periods 
of high water use by tile corn 
crop, says Bone. 
If the soil surface of the coni 
field is bare, this is a place 
where extra bushels can be lost 
because of inadequate water 
infiltration into the soil. Ohio 
soils of light color, medium 
texture and low organic matter 
content, and which have a bare 
surface exposed during 
the 
growing season, are particularly 
susceptible to soil crusting and 
low infiltration rates. 
The soil structure of these silt 


loam soils is fairly weak and 
quite unstable. During periods 
of high intensity rainfall, sur­ 
face crusting develops fairly 
rapidly and can cause loss of 
soil moisture by low infiltration 
and even by runoff. This runoff 
may not move completely out 
of the corn field but may result 
in very inadequate water distri­ 
bution. 
A very shallow cultivation of 
silt loam soils in May can in­ 
crease yields as much as ten 
bushels 
per 
acre, 
says 
the 
agronomist. 
This shallow cultivation of the 
bare surface can do a fairly 
adequate 
job 
of 
preventing 
surface crusting of the soil, thus 
increasing the water infiltration 
rate. If. a crust has developed 
•on the soil or appears to be 
developing in May, it would be 
a desirable practice to cultivate 
for better water utilization. 
Dark colored soils in Ohio 
contain considerable clay and 
fracture or develop cracks iii 
tile surface crust. These cracks 
provide ample opportunity for 
high infiltration rates during 
periods of high intensity rain 
fall. 
IU til * 
CORN yields on dark colored 
soils can be decreased 
when 
com is cultivated just to break 
up a surface crust. This yield 
decrease has resulted from very 
shallow cultivation in weed-free 
situations. The yield reduction 
seems to be related to increased 
evaporation and water loss from 
the soil, says Bone. 
A word of caution, then — 
com cultivation can either in­ 
crease or decrease com yields. 
Before cultivating, check the 
crusting 
condition 
on 
light 


colored soils and make sure any 
crust 
present 
is 
broken 
by 
shallow cultivation. 
If the soil is dark-colored and 
weeds 
are 
controlled 
with 
h e r b i c i d e s , cultivation to 
fracture a crust can decrease 
corn yield. 
Tile Ohio Agronomy Guide, 
available at the County Ex­ 
tension Office, may be helpful 
in obtaining more information 
about soil texture, cultivation 
and com yield response.

Roses may be planted suc­ 
cessfully in the fall or spring. 
However, the most gardeners 
find planting in the spring more 
convenient — and a greater 
choice of varieties are available 
at that time. 
Spring-planted 
roses 
do 
not 
face 
adverse 
conditions of winter which can 
result in severe damage or loss 
of plants. 


One of the most popular of 
all vegetables grown in the 
home garden is the tomato. 
Tomatoes, 
when 
grown 
as 
staked plants, take up very 
tittle space. Homeowners with 
limited space can easily handle 
six to a dozen plants. 
Staked 
plants are capable of producing 
eight to ten pounds or more 
of fruit per plant. 
When purchasing your tomato 
plants 
at 
the 
local 
garden 
center, look for those of top 
quality. They should be green in 
color; about eight to ten inches 
tall; have straight, sturdy stems 
about the size of a lead pencil; 
a healthy root system; 
and 
large, fully expanded leaves. 
You will find plants in various 
types of containers, so if the 
plant looks healthy and the 
nursery-man is reliable, you 
need not worry about the root 
system being good. 
Wait until chances of frost 
damage are past before tran­ 
splanting tomatoes. Normally 
you can plant about the middle 
to the 20th of May.

Broadleaf perennial grasses, 
especially tall fescue, are un­ 
sightly and cannot be selec­ 
tively removed from bluegrass 
lawns. 
Other 
undesirable 
species 
i n c I n d e 
timothy, 
redtop, 
bromegrass, 
nimble will, 
and 
o r c h a r d g r a s s . 
M a n y 
homeowners 
mistake 
these 
grasses for crabgrass. 
Crabgrass is an annual and 
comes from seed in the spring. 
P e r e n n i a l 
grasses 
live 
throughout the year and are not 
killed by pre-emergence her­ 
bicides for crabgrass control. 
The easiest way to rid lawns 
of scattered clumps of broadleaf 
perennial grasses ig to dig them 
up. Dig four to five inches 
outside the clump and four to 
five inches deep. Fill the hole 
with soil and either seed or sod. 
OOO 


IF there is too much of the 
broadleaf grass to dig out, then 
you'll have to use a chemical 
that kills all the grasses. 
It is fairly easy to establish 
a 
new 
grass 
once 
the 
old 
vegetation is killed. 
Methyl 
bromide, 
a 
soil 
f u m i g a n t , requires special 
applicators 
and 
a 
gastight 
cover. It cannot be used under 
trees or close to shrubs. Grass 
can be seeded about 48 hours 
after the cover is removed. 
SMDC (Vapam) is also a soil 
fumigant. It has not given as 
c o m p l e t e kill 
as 
methyl 
bromide. Apply this chemical 
with a sprayer or sprinkling can 
and water into the soil. S°me 
cover is needed but it need not 
be 
airtight. 
This 
chemical 
cannot be used under trees or 
near shrubs. Wait about three 
weeks 
before 
seeding 
new 
grass. 
Amitrol-T is applied with a 
sprayer. 
The 
grass 
kill 
is 
relatively slow. With only one 
application, 
some 
deep-rooted 
perennual 
grasses and bent­ 
grass escape the kill. Seeding 
of Kentucky bluegrass is suc­ 


cessful one week after treat­ 
ment. 
Dalapon, a wettable powder, 
requires 
two 
or 
more 
ap­ 
plications to kill some grasses. 
Hie kill is slow and a waiting 
period of four to six weeks is 
necessary before seeding. 
• * * 
AMITROL-T 
plus 
Dalapon 
gives more complete kill than 
either used alone. Wait four to 
six weeks before seeding. 
Regardless of the chemical 
used, the operation should be 
timed so seeding can be done 
between August 15 and Sep­ 
tember 15. The use of a tiller 
after treatment is recommended 
for best results. 
Follow this procedure: 
July 
I, water the grass so it will 
be 
actively 
growing. 
Allow 
grass to grow to a height of 
three to four inches. Take a 
soil sample and have it tested. 
July 15, spray to the point 
of runoff with one pound of 
Dalapon in five gallons of water 
or two and one-half cups (20 
fluid ounces) of Amitrol-T in 
five gallons of water or one 
pound of Dalapon plus two and 
one-half cups (20 fluid ounces) 
of Amitrol-T in five gallons of 
water. July 30, repeat the above 
treatment. 
August 15 to September 15, 
apply fertilizer and lime ac­ 
cording 
to 
the 
soil 
test

That Budget Surplus

Skeptics may be forgiven if they note 
a coincidence in the timing of President 
Nixon's announcement that the federal 
budget 
inherited 
from 
President 
Johnson for the next fiscal year is being 
chopped $4 billion. 
The word came as millions of tax­ 
payers were struggling with form 1040 
and muttering about the high cost of 
supporting Uncle Sam. 
Mr. 
Nixon's 
projected 
$5.8-billion 
surplus in fiscal 1970 would be the 
largest in 18 years and the fourth 
largest in history. But predicted sur­ 
pluses have a habit of shrinking, a 
fact brought home by news that what 
appeared in January to be a $2.4 - 
billion surplus for fiscal 1969 now looks 
more like $1.2 billion. 


In a statement accompanying the 
budget 
announcement, 
Mr. 
Nixon 
voiced the hope that the larger surplus 
for next year would convey louder than 
any words to the business and labor 
c o rn rn u ni t y his administration's 
determination to halt the inflationary 
spiral. 
The President's $4-billion slice in 
spending plans for next year en­ 
compasses cuts of $2.9 billion in outlays 
for domestic programs and $1.1 billion 
in defense expenditures. But no one 
can predict with accuracy what defense 
expenditures will be in the months 
anead. They could be more or less than 
t h e 
projection, 
depending 
upon 
developments.

New Columbus Dispute 


As if the controversy over who 
discovered America were not already 
involved enough, an 81-year-old Spanish 
historian and geneologist has completed 
a study which he says proves that 
Christopher Columbus was not Genoese 
at all, but Spanish. 
What's more, wrote Fernando del 
Valle Lersundi, in a paper presented 
to the Spanish Academy of History, 
Columbus may have been related to 
a pirate who also served as vice ad­ 
miral of France under Louis XI.

America. What he says is directed 


entirely 
at 
the 
discoverer’s

To support his claim of kinship to

In addition, he says, 
Columbus was known to speak Spanish 
before ever going to Spain, and there 
is no evidence that he used the Italian 
language in any of his writings, even 
to relatives. 
There is more. But that certainly 
ought to be enough to rekindle the 
Columbus controversy, in case anyone 
thought it was dying out.

epilepsy. As frequently happens, 
over-enthusiasm

early discard of a 
valuable 
substance. 
So

lithium. For many years this 
substance was discarded and 
only recently again became the 
basis for study. 
During the past few years 
lithium has been reported to be 
effective in the treatment and 
in the prevention of certain 
types of behavior disorders. The

Medicine recently reviewed an 
intensive study to explain why 
lithium seemed to be effective 
i n 
neurological 
problems. 
Whether or not this element 
eventually turns out to be ef­

Is 
most 
exciting 
to 
physicians 
is 
that 
scientists 
leave no stone unturned to bring 
us more and more hope that 
mental disorders may yet be 
completely 
prevented 
through 
chemistry.

American purchasing power 
also is eroding, although at one 
of the slowest rates in the 
world. Brazil for example, has 
had 30 per cent annual erosion 
of its mo’.'.ey f .r a decade. In Lie 
United States the rate is 2 per 
cent or less. 
Inflation nevertheless has had 
a serious cumulative effect in 
the United States and its getting 
worse. The present rise in the 
consumer price index is the 
greatest since the Korean War. 
A family man with two chil­ 
dren had to earn $14,282 in 1968 
to equal the purchasing power 
of $5,000 in 1939. Now, a year 
after the National Industrial 
Conference Board studied the 
situation, it probably takes clos­ 
er to $14,500. 
Where 
did 
the 
purchasing 
power go? Why should more 
than $14,000 now buy what less 
than $5,000 bought in 1939? The 
NICB came up with this an­ 
swer: Inflation took $7,258, and 
higher taxes another $2,083. 


These two big factors in the 
decline of purchasing power 
really aren’t in the same cate­ 
gory, for taxes are presumed to 
be returned to the taxpayer in 
the form of services. But infla­ 
tion is like evaporation. 
Rising 
like 
an 
overheated 
thermometer, the index of con­ 
sumer prices is now approach­ 
ing 126, based on prices of 1957 
to 1959 equalling IOO. Economic 
heat of that sort means lots of 
evaporation. 
In tile three years which end 
ed at the very stairt of this year 
the consumer price index rose 
11.4 per cent, but that doesn’t 
tell the entire story. 
Hospital 
charges per day, for example, 
rose 52 per cent. 
In fact, the First National 
City Bank notes in a study of 
consumer prices, “In varying 
degrees, inflation is affecting us 
from the cradle to the grave.”

December 1965 to the beginning 
of this year, obstetrical fees 
rose 21 per cent, baby sitter 
services 22, legal fees for wills 
14, and funerals IO per cent.
